California can cssess fhe needs of their communities and the extent to which indi~
vidual Clinics are meeting tnese reeds, thus making it possible to improve the
quality and quantity of care provided.

Preparation has begun at AREA V on a propasal for an Area Health Education Center
which will be included with six or seven other applications from California Area
RMP’s in a statewide proposal with a possible budget of $600,000~$700,000, Staff
members Dorothy E. Anderson, Kay D. Fuller, and Elias Chico are working with
consuftant Jane Katz on this project, The development of an AHEC Advisory Group
for AREA V is being considered by Dr, Petit, Area Coordinator.
